The great man haa apolcen. "We are never 
' BOlns to make rccordj asaln— ever," he said. 
"I want you to emphasize tWc word 'never.' " 
James Caesar Petrillo was talklnET about 
the contract between his union of musicians 
I and the recordlns companies, which expires 
' Dec 31. Some v^eelis ago Mr. Petrillo said 
that the contract would not be renewed. - It 
was thought then that the great mogul ot the 
^ music-makers was Just peeved at the Taft- 
Hartley law, which prevents him from having 
exclusive control of the millions In record 
' royalties that the union collects. 

But now Mr. Petrillo aays that even It the 
law Is repealed and the record companies In- 
crease their royalties It will do np good. The 
I great man la good and mad. So "we" .are 
' never going to make records again. 

He Isn't worried about royalties, anyway. 
For he aaya he will collect on all records made 
in the rush to beat the deadline since he Is- 
I aucd hla ultimatum. Several years' supply ot 
both popular and classical music is reported 
. to have been put on wax during the rush. 
I Mr. Petrillo estimates that Its sale may bring 
. In as much as $10,000,000 In rOyaltlea. 

, We suspect that Mr. Petrillo may not be as 
j itubbom as he aeems. But If he really means 
' no/more records, he can probably make hla 
I ban stick. The recording Industry Is i]ot "ta- 
{ sentlal," 50 his musicians can't be forced to 
j work lor it. 
I ThU must give Mr. FetrlUo's dense of self- 
'■ Importance ■. tremendous boost. He can make 
; .^orthJesa a big Investment in plants and 
; equipment. He can causa considerable un- 
j employment by wiping out a whole compllC' 
I ated line of work. He can throttle research 
, In lound recording. Just when developments 
j in the electronics field promised some In- 
' .terutlng Improvements. 

Mr. Petrillo can also do some at his coun- 
trymen a dls-scrvlco in a way that possibly 
ll beyond hla comprehension. There happen 
to be mahy people who feel that their lives 
would be poorer without the enjoyment of 
good music. Vet they cannot often hear fine 
artists In person , because their budgets ore 
slender or because they live too far from the 
cities those artists vLslt. Recorded music fills 
a r«al need for them. Even those who have the 
means and opportunity for ooneert-golng find 
records a special Joy. 

■ But Mr. Petrillo is not a muslc-Iover. Ho 
considers one musician about the some as 
another as long as both pay their dues. So, 
If he has his way, great artists yet unknown 
will remain unknown to thousands of Amcrl' 
cans, and great compositions yet unwritten 
will remain unheard by them. Unless those 
artlata avoid America— where they must Join 
the imlon In order to appear with union 
musicians— and record elsewhere, Mr. Petrillo 
will have them stymied. 

Against this loss will be the gain that every 
8-by-13 night club and high school get-to^ 
gether will Ijave to hire live musicians It they 
want music. 
But Mr. Petrillo has overlooked one thing 
: when he says "Wc are never going to make 
records again." The oversight la understand- 
able In the great man's case. But the fact 
i remains that even he la mortal. So the day 
' may come when "we" Is not an abbreviation 
for the pccponal oplnlona and ambitions of 
James. Caesar Petrillo. Then, no doubt, the 
recording of music will be revived.

'Worst, Most 
Tragic Sight,' 
Scribe States

OTTERVIIjLE, Uo, Jan. 3 WV— 
I've seen a lot of wrecks, but the 
crash of two Missouri Pacific trains 
near here waa the wont^the most 
tragic— scene I've ever witnessed. 

J arrived an hour and a half after 
the aecond section of The Mls.viur- 
Ian" had plowed Into the rear of 
the first section which waa ilowly 
pushing Iti way through a bUndtng 
snows torm. 

The rear Pullman on the first sec- 
tion formed a metal shell covering 
over the locomotive of the second 
train. The locomotive had telescoped 
Into the ear and crushed everything 
In Its path Into a space of not more 
than 10 feel. 

I looked Into the car to see If any 
bodice had been taken out. The 
picture was terrible. I dont see how 
anyone In that car could possibly 
have escaped death.
